DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings do not include any reference numbers which indicate 
at least the key elements of the invention.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

the claimed invention as presented.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. The single claim presented is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Osborne (US 202/0194755). 

Osborne teaches a portable distress-signaling device including a button (32) 
controlled translucent illuminated interchangeable panel (26); 
a horn (42) providing an alarm audible tone; 
a strobe light (40); and 

wherein the distress-signaling device interfaces with an external or remote 
electronic monitoring system. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ragan teaches an educational device. Burgan et al. teaches a 
visual display system. Maguire et al. teaches an indicia display apparatus. Vandeweghe 
teaches an emergency detection alarm and evacuation system. Field teaches a radio 
channel visual identification system. Taylor et al. teaches a self-supporting element for 
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mosaic display panel. Haruki teaches a radio message display system. DeLoss, Jr. et 
al. teaches a control panel and message display sign.
